Photographer's Art Used To Tell ‘Gospel Story

ATLANTA (BP) — Photographer 
Don Rutledge, of the Southern Bap- 
tist- Home Mission Board, believes 
that photography is a valid means of 
expressing the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
And, in his mild-mannered way, the 
prize-winning photographer fights for 
his art to have a meaningful role in 
communicating the gospel, . 

A photographer for the Black Ster*, 
photo agency 19 years, Rutledge has 
been with the board here since 1966. 
He has been credited by some with 
bringing a new awareness of photog- 
raphy to Southern Baptists. In so do- 
ing; he: has_also been credited with 
bringing Baptist ministries and world” 
needs into sharper focus. 

While the creative art of photogra- 
phy is Rutledges’ talent and method, 
his photography zooms in on people— 
not as a group, but as individuals. 

: This is reflective of his emphasis.- 
on the individual ideal. of letting his 
art be an instrument. of.service.- to 
Christ and to other people. His con- 
cepts have not been easy to get across. 

He remembers when, in college, & 
missionary asked him.what he wanted 
to do with his life. 

“I wasn’t sure,” he remembered, 
‘but I told her I would like to be in 
some. kind of mission photography.”’ 

She let me know real fast she

photographers, Rutledge has develop- 
ed his own philosophy of photography, 
as well as his own unique style. 

“Each photographer should feel the 
world for himself,’”’ he said. ‘‘He must 
express it in his way. He must devel- 
op his own style, not copy the style 
of some other photographer. 

“My style is to observe others 


the world. 

Rutledge prefers to work with avail- 
able light, ‘“‘because it is natural; it 
is what people see day after day.” 

Rutledge feels that good photogra- 
phy captures the mood and expres- 
sion of people in such a natural way 
that the person who sees the photo- 
graph feels that he is almost present. 

Too many photograhers, he said, 
take pictures that make the viewer 
feel unconsciously perhaps, that the 
photographer was standing between 
the viewer and the people in the event. 

The photographer's sense. of timing 


—knowing -exactly..the right moment, . 
to release the shutter, is all-import- 
_ani, he said. 


“Everyone- has heights of expres- 
sion, and it is up to the photographer 
to record them,” he explajned. 


“If a person turns the page, the.

He pointed out that while commer- 
cial advertising agencies use the psy- 
chology of photography to promote 
products, Christianity has the really 
valid message to_ communicate. to. 


He believes also that one of the 
basic elements to the making of a 
good photographer is that the person 
be a lover of persons and that he be 
educated in psychology in order to 
understand individuals. 

“I don’t think you get inside a per- 
son to photograph him unless you are 
deeply involved with him,” he ex-

In our land with the 
dance of good water this seems 
innecessary. The psalmist lived 
ihe hot arid country where thirst 
well known.

: deer (heart) in des- 
peration searching 
for a bit of water to 
Telieve her thirst 


I have walked down the long cor- 
ridor of a hospital to an awaiting mo- 
ther to hear the familiar cry, ‘Will 
God really help me?” 


I have heard a youth who was in 


trouble say the same thing, ‘Will God 


help me?” 


The psalmist is not bed - ridden but 
goes about his neighbors as a walk- 
ing picture of: one deserted and aban- 
doned by God. It seems that the 
psalmist must be in exile near Mount 


selfish and generous -and for gi¥ - 
ing. Next, we should pray for the 
ability to approve what is. excellent. 
_ This applies to moral choices based on 
“distinguishing right from wrong: It 
calls for recognition of true values 
and choosing the best. Again, we 
should pray for the kind of character 
well pleasing to Christ. We must ap- 
pear before him in the judgment, We 
should aspire to purity and blameleas- ° 
ness in his sight. And finally, we 
should pray to be filled with the fruits 
of righteousness: integrity, unselfish- 
ness, purity, and humility. Our con- 
cern to be righteous shouid be for the 
glory of God. 
CONFIDENCE. IN CHRIST (4:10-13). 
Paul began his letter with thanks- 
giving for the Philippians for their 
sharing with him in the furtherance 
of the gospel. For a long time, prior 
to his writing, he had received no help 
from them. Then the gift came, brou- 
ght by Epaphroditus. The Philippians: 
had net forgotten Paul, but circum- 
stances had prevented their giving it 
definite “expression. Paul was not 
complaining.

He comes out resting his case 
upon the living God who keeps his 
promises. 

Augustine saidy“'Thoy hast made 
us for’ thyself arid our souls are rest- 
less until they find rest in thee.’ 

The psalmist knew and so-do we, 
that there is no remedy, or man-made 
gift-that-could_solve—his Probiem~ex- 
cept God. The prayer of Psalm 43 is 
the picture of the inner soul sharing 
in the climb to certainty.
